Mid-Week in the Industry 


Week’s Production Firm at 52,156 Units; April Car, Truck Output 


Reaches 239,133 Units; U.S. Re-opens Its Anti-Trust Cases

Major Car Makers; April Car Sales Seen 195,000; Trucks at 37,000 


Holding the steady pace of the past few 
weeks, car and truck production in the 
U. S. and Canada will total 52,156 units 
the current week, ending May 28, ac- 
cording to ADN estimates. This figure 
will compare with a revised total of 53,581 units a week 
ago and 130,890 units in the corresponding period of 
1937, when plants were still making up for time lost 
during sitdown strikes. 

With only one working day remaining in the month, 
it appears total May production will exceed 220,000 units. 
However, in view of the estimated 215,968 vehicles pro- 
duced so far this month, the month’s total is not expected 
to reach the 238,133 units turned out in April of this year. 
At any rate, the May output will represent only about 
43 per cent of the 540,377 units assembled in May, 1937. 

While most manufacturers remain on the previous 
week’s schedule, production gains are noted this week 
at Studebaker, Packard and Bantam. The latter re- 
sumed operations on roadsters this week, but activity in 
other lines is being held up by improvements at the 
Butler, Pa., plant.

rolet. The GM output is estimated at 18,333 units this 
week, compared with 19,324 last week and 53,183 a year 
ago. Chevrolet should account for about 11,000 of the cur- 
rent total, with Buick holding steady at 3,858 cars for the 
week. Pontiac has 1,600 jobs carded, while Oldsmobile 
expects 1,400 and Cadillac-LaSalle around 475 units. 

Ford operations remain virtually at last week’s level, 
with 15,375 units scheduled for all divisions, compared 
with 28,320 units a year ago. Of this week’s total, Ford 
will turn out approximately 15,000 cars and trucks, ADN 
estimates, while Lincoln-Zephyr will account for 360 and 
Lincoln about 15 big jobs. 


Chrysler divisions will show a slight decline currently, | 
according to ADN figures, comparing 10,600 with 11,400 | 


units last week and 24,800 a year ago. Of this week’s 


| trucks, while Dodge expects its usual 2,500 jobs. 


Chrysler | 
plans on about 1,200 units currently, and De Soto has 
around 900 carded. 

Packard’s 1,200 projection continues to lead the inde- 
pendent group, with Studebaker’s 1,060 a close second. 
Nash continues steady at 648 units, while Bantam has 40 
cars scheduled for the week. Graham, which began 
operations in the body divisions this week, plans on 
resuming final assemblies by the first of June. The 
miscellaneous group, according to ADN figures, should 
account for 4,900 cars and trucks this week.

April Production United States and Canada during 

Hits 239,133 April totaled 239,133 units, the U. S. 

in U. S., Canada department of commerce announced 

Monday. The figure compares with 

238,753 units turned out in March of this year and 553,231 
vehicles assembled in April, 1937. 

The April figure brought the four-month output to 
897,502 units as against 1,855,339 units in the correspond- 
ing period of last year. 

Of the April total, 219,314 units were produced in the 
U. S., the remaining 18,819 being turned out in Canada. 
The 219,314 units were slightly below the 221,951 units 
assembled in March, while Canadian production increased 
from 16,802 to 18,819.

Presentation of government evidence, 
through which U. S. attorneys hope to 
indict three automobile companies and 
associated finance firms on charges of 
anti-trust law violations, was started this 
week before a federal grand jury in South Bend, Ind. A 
similar investigation fell through last December in 
Milwaukee when Judge F. A. Geiger dismissed the jury 
on grounds that the U. S. department of justice had 
attempted to get consent decrees from the companies 
Ford, General Motors, Chrysler, and Universal Credit, 
Commercial Investment Trust, General Motors Accept- 
ance Corp., and Commercial Credit Co. 

District Attorney James M. Fleming declared that the 
government was prepared to call 100 or more witnesses. 
The government’s case is based on charges of coercion of 
dealers and alleged discrimination against independent 
finance companies by the larger manufacturers.

Since late-reporting states are not 
showing the strength anticipated, 
ADWN finds it necessary to revise its 
previous estimate for April passenger 
car registrations down slightly to 
195,000 units. Previously it was expected that the month’s 
final total would be slightly in excess of 200,000, but it 
now appears doubtful that the figure will hit 200,000 at all. 

To date 34 states have reported April car registrations, 
the total in these states being 120,754 units compared with 
244,951 units for the same number of states a year ago. 
Unless the 15 remaining states show a decided upturn 
over states already reported, these figures indicate a final 
month’s total in the neighborhood of 195,000 units. 

If this projection holds true, April’s 195,000 will contrast 
with 181,218 units registered in March of this year and 
384,951 cars sold in April a year ago.

With no change in the previous trend 
noted in latest-reporting states, ADN, 
believes that its previous estimate o 
around 37,000 truck registrations fo 
April will hold comparatively true. At 
this rate, April truck sales are figured to show only a 
slight drop from March registrations of 37,278 units, but 
would be roughly 47 per cent below the 67,832 units re- 
corded in April, 1937. 

The 34 states reported to date account for a total of 
21,620 units as against 40,413 units a year ago. Unless 
there is a decided change in the trend in the 15 remaining
